headquarters here as the

line for its return was reached. 


Virtually all of the gold bullion, 


coins and certificates known to 
have been hoarded in the district 
found its way back into the banks, 
according to federal reserve offic- 
ials, of the total amount, $7,000.- 
000 was In bullion. 


In accordance with the national 


emergency bank bill, the' names 
of those persons still hoarding gold 
will be turned over to the treasury 
by the federal reserve 
bank.

I am 
sorry to say this 
increase Is due to 
negligence a n d 
the lack of prop- 
er care of those 
c h i l d r e n w h o 
have the disease. 


Scarlet fever is 


d a n g e r o u s be- 
cause oC its seri- 
o u s 
complica- 


tions. The kidney 
is otten involved 
in 
this disease. 


Pneumonia may 
follow. Infections 
of the middle ear 


produce other, dreaded complications. 


These complications can be pre- 


vented when scarlet fever serum is 
given to the sufferer. The serum is 
injected into the vein or muscle of 
the patient It lessens the severity 
of the disease and in most instances 
prevents serious complications. 


Scarlet Fever Vaccine 


Within recent years a. scarlet fever 


vaccine has been used as a preventive 
of scarlet fever. 
Tiioug-h this vac- 


cine is not entirely successful in all 
cases, its advocates regard it as of 
great value In the majority of in- 
stances. The vaccine is given to chil- 
dren who show a sensitivity to this 
disease. This is determined by the 
"Dick test". It closely resembles the 
"Shiek test", which is used to deter- 
mine a child's susceptibility to diph- 
theria- 


Unfortunately. 
there are 
many 


persons who object to vaccination, 
serum injections and similar meas- 
ures used to protect against disease. 
1 cannot say too much as to the im- 
portance of vaccination and injec- 
tions as a protection against small- 
pox and diphtheria and scarlet fever, 
as well. 


Those Home Remedies 


Another grave source of danger 


of scarlet fever is the-comrnon negli- 
gence and carelessness in the care of 
children suffering from this disease. 
Too often home remedies are relied 
upon in the treatment of scarlet 
fever. In many cases the physician 
fs called" onry Jitter tiie damage ha= 
been done. 


In addition to careful medical su- 


plrvision. the child should be isolate'] 
frjom ojher.children. The room should: 
be quarantined 
from 
four to six'.'
